any man; hereupon in a rage hef

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without the affiſtance of a Mid- 
wite. The next morning St. Ser- 
V4 came to the place, and ſeeing 


the Mother with her Infant, he took 


them into his care, and baptized 
them, and called the Mother Thaxez, 
and the Child Kertigern, Cr. p. 231. 


St. Fuſtinian having reproved his 
Servants for idleneſs , and miſpen- 
ding theirtime , they were inflam'd 
with fury againſt him , infomuch 
as ruſhing upon him they threw 
him to the ground, and moſt cruelly 
cut off his Head. But in theplace 
where his ſacred Head fell to the 
gronnd , a Fountain 'of pure water 
preſently flowed, by drinking of 
which 1n following .times, many 
were miraculouſly reſtored to 
Health. But Miracles greater than 


_ theſe, immediately ſucceeded his 


Death, for the Body of the Mar- 
tyr preſently roſe, and taking the 


Head between the two Arms, went 
down 


down to the Sea Shore , and wal- 
king thence on the Sea, paſt over 
to the Port called by his Name, and 
being arrived to the place where a 
Churchis now built to his memory, 
it fell down, and was there buried by 
St, David, Cr, p. 234. 


St. David being enjoined to 


| Preach, he commanded a Child 
which attended him , and had late- 
| ly been reſtored to Life by him, to 
| ſpread a Napkin under his Feet , 
| and ſtanding upon it he began to 
| expound the Goſpel and the Law to 
the Auditory, All the while this 
| Oration continued, a ſnow white 
| Dove deſcending from Heaven, fate

The Miracle of St. Tvo's Tranſlation. | 
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St. Tvo's Body remained ſeveral | 
Ages in the place of his Burial , in-| 
ſomuch that his Memory was loſt in| 
that place; but at laſt, in the year| 
| 2 x00 
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IoO1L. 2 certain Husbandman, as he 
was plowing the ground , lighted 
upon his Tomb, which being taken 
up and opened, the Body of a Bi- 
ſhop in his Pontifical Ornaments 
vas ſeen in it ; whereupon the Pa- 
ſtor of that Village being ſent for, 
they with his -. 1a carried the 
Body to the Church, and with 
great reverence placed it near the 
the Altar ; the night following 
St. 1vo appeared 1n a very reverend 
form, and with great brightneſs, to 
a Carpenter called Ezz, and told 
him who he was, commanding him 
to ſignifie to Edzoth Abbot of Ram- 
ſey , that he ſhould tranſlate his and 
his Companions Bodies from thence 
to Tis Monaſtery; but the poor 
Man, not having the boldnels to re- 
latethis Viſion, he appeared to him 
the ſecond time, repeating the {ame 
commands; which he ſtill negle&- 
ing to perform, at the third appa- 
rition the Biſhop ſmote him on the

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ſide with his Croſier, telling him ; 
that the pain of thar ſtroke ſhould 
remain till he had performed whar 
he had enjoined hin.

main in this Infirmity. By this 
Miracle, the {anQity of the Biſhop 
was approved, and his Body tran- 


Þ ſlated to Ramſey, to whoſe honeur 
| the Abbot Earth built a Church; 
in which he placed his Tomb in 
| ſuch manner, that half of it appea- 
red within, and half without the 
| Wall, to the end, that a Fountain 
| of Water that flowed thence might 
| be ready for the uſe of every one 
| who came 1in devotion, whether 
| the Church was ſhut or not , which 
| Water, by the Merits of the Biſhop, 
had the virtue to cure many Di- 
| ſeaſes; one great Miracle wrought 
| there was on a Monk troubled with 
| a Droplie, his skin was ſtrangely 
| {well'd, and his breath ſo noiſome, 
| none could approach him, and his 
| drought was fo exceſſive, that he 
| thought he could drink whole bar- 


rels ; 
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rels; on a time, by admonition re- 
ceived in his ſleep, he went to Saint | 
Tvo's Monument, where after he had 
taken three draughts of the Water, 
he caſt up all the ſuperfluons Hu- 
mours within him,and was reſtored 
to perfect health.

King Severt having built St. Pe- Þ 
ters Church at weſtmnſter, and en- þ 
dowed it with many poſſeſſions, F 
now on the night before the day de- | 
ſigned for the Dedication of this | 
Church, St. Peter appearing to a | 
certain Fiſherman in the habit of a 


ſtranger, on the other ſide of the 


River of Thames, demanded to be | 
wafted over, which was done, | 
being gone out of the Boat , he en- | 

tred into the Church in the fight of | 

the Fiſherman , and preſently a Hea- | 
venly light ſhone ſo clear, that it 
turned the Night into Day. There 
was with the Apoſtle a multitude of 
Heavenly Citizens, coming out and

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going into the Church, a Divine 
Melody ſounded , and an Odour of 
unexpreſſible fragrancy ſhed abroad, 


| As ſoon as all things pertaining to 
the Dedication of the Church were 
| performed, St. Peter return'd to the 


poor Fiſherman , who was ſo aft- 


| trighted with his Divine ſplendor 
| that he almoſt loſt his ſenfes, but 
" Þ Saint Peter kindly comforting him, 
{ brought him to himſelf. Thus both 
of them entring into the Boat, St.Pe- 
| ter asked him if he had any provi- 
| flons who anſwered, that partly be- 
ing ſtupified with leeing ſo great 
' | a Light, and partly detained by his 
| return, he had taken nothing, being 
withal aſſured of a good Reward

| related ro him whatſoever St. Peter 
had enjoyn'd him: at which the 
Biſhop was aſtoniſhed , and having 
| unlockt the Church doors , he ſaw 
the Pavement mark'd with Letters 
and Inſcriptions both in Greek and 
 Zatia, and the Wall annointed mn 

- twelve ſeveral places with Holy 

{ Oyl; heſaw likewiſe the remainders 

| of twelve Torches ſticking to as 
| many Crofles, and the Church every 
- | where yet moiſt with Aſperſions. 


All which being obſerv'd by the 


{ Biſhop and People,they gave thanks. 


A further Teſtimony of this Miracle 
15 afforded by the whole Fogg 
this 
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this Fiſherman , for his Children , 
according to the command from 
their Father, brought the Tythes of 
_ all their gains by Fiſhing , and Of- 
fered them to St.Peter,and the Prieſts 
attending Divine Service in his 
Church. But one among them 
having preſumed to defraud the 
Church of this Oblation , preſently 
was deprived of the wonted beneftt 
of his Trade, till having confeſs'd 
his fault, and reſtored what he had 
reſerv'd, he promiſed amendment 
for the future. And moreover. the 
Fiſherman , who was very ſimple, 
and as yet not a Chriſtian, deſcribed 
to the Biſhop very exaitly the Shape and 
Eineaments of $t.

Three days after , being again 1n an 
extaſie, he ſaw yet more -glorious 
apparittions of Angels. Moreover 
there were difcovered to him, ve 


earneft contentions of wicked Sp1- 


rits, who by many Accufations of 
a certain Sinner, lately dead, endea- 
voured to ſtop 'his paflage to Hea- 
ven, but by reaſon the holy Angels 
protected him , they could not effect 
their defire. On a certain time be- 
ing elevated in ſpirit , he was com- 
manded by the Angels which con- 
ducted him, to look down upon 
the Earth, whereupon, bowing his 
Eyesdownward, he ſaw as Tt were 
a dark Yalley under him , in a very

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low bottom : He ſaw likewile in the 
Air four Fires, not much diſtant one 
- from another, and asking the An- 
gels what Fires thoſe were, he was 
told , that thoſe were the Fires 
which now inflamed the World,and 
would in the end conſume it, v7z.

ſaw great numbers of bletled Spirits, 
among which. ſome were of his 


| own Nation, Prieſts who had well 
| diſcharged their Office, as he had 


heard by report ; by theſe he was 
informed of many things, very pro- 
fitable, both to himſelf and all who 
are willing to attend them, When 
they had finiſhed their ſpeeches, and 
were. returned to Heaven with the 
reſt- of the Angels, there remained

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only with St. Farſey the three An- 
gels mentioned before, who were 
to reſtore him to his body.

St. Furſey being afterwards reſtored 
to his body, carried viſibly in his 
ſhoulder and cheek, all his life time, 
the marks of the burning which he 
had ſuffered in his foul.

St. Eanſwitha's Monaſtery being 
leated on the top of high Rocks;

till evening ; when Sf. Cuthbert ſaw 
he could not finiſh his Journey that 
day, neither was there any Lodging 
near, as he was riding he ſaw cer- 
tain Cottages, which in the Sum- 
mer time the Heardimen had built 
for their preſent uſe, but then the- 
Winter approaching, they wereleft 
empty ; thither he went with an 
intention to ſtay all night, and tying 
his Horſe to the Wall , he gathered 
up a bundle of Hay which the wind 
had blown from the Houſe-cove- 
TE, ring, 
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ring , and gave it him to eat, and 
himſelf paifed his time in Prayer. 
But on a ſudden he {aw the Horſe 
lift up his head , and with his teeth 
biting ſomewhat that was on the 
Houle-roof, and preſently after he 
drew down al:nnen Cloth wrapped 
up; being deſirous therefore to 
know what that was, he took up 
the linnen, and found wrapped up 
in it half a Loaf of Bread warm from 
the Oven, and ſo much Fleſh as 
would ſuffice himſelf for one refe- 


&tion ; he blefſed God , who vouch- 


fafed to provide a Supper for him 
and his companion; halt of the 


bread therefore he gave to his Horle, 
and the other halt he eat himſelf.

A Secular Prieſt fooliſhly adven- 
tured to make a tryal whether Saint 
Ethelreda's Body yet remained uncor- 
rupted, faſtning therefore a Candle 
to the end of a Rod , he palled it 
DE throught 
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through a hole which the Daxes had 
made 1n the Sepulcher, and looking 
in as curioully as he could, ſearched 
round about the Tomb. And not 
content with this, with the end of 
a forked ſtick he endeavoured to 
draw to him the Cloaths in which 
her Body was enwrapped, and ſome 
part of the Body he diſcovered 
when the H. Virgin, having in- 
dignation that a vile perſon ſhould 
preſume to look upon her naked 
Body , with great violence drew 
back the Cloaths, infomuch as he 
{triving againſt her fell backwards, 
and was torcibly daſhed againſt the 
Pavement ; by which fall he became 
Lame all his life, and afterwards 
was {truck with Madnels. Cy. p.383. 


A doubt entring into the minds 
of ſome touching the Incorruption 
of St. withburoa liter to St. Ethelre- 
az 55 years after her death , when 


_ the bodies of thele two Virgins were

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Tranſlated , that doubt was put. to 
the tryal. As touching St. Ethelred, 
conſidering the antient proofs of her 
incorruption , none durſt preſume 
to touch her body, but they diſco; 
vered the body of St. withvurga as 
faras her Breaſts, and ſhe was ſeen 
pertectly entire, more like to one 
alleep than dead, with a ilk Cuſhion 
under her Head, her Veil and Veſt- 
ments ſhining as if they had been 
new, her Countenance cheartul , 
with a Roſie bluſh, her Teeth white, 
her Lips a little opened, and her 
Breaſts exceeding ſmall. One of 
the Monks adventuring to touch 
her body, a lively bluſh colourcd her 
Cheeks, as if ſhe {till had breath in

It hapned on a certain Sunday, 
when St. Winefrids Parents were 
gone to Church, ſome necetlary oc- 
caſions detained her at home; ar 
which time a certain Young man 

named 
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named Caradoc, the Son .of CAlan 
Prince of the Countrey entred. the 


Houle, where he found the Virgin 


alone ſitting by the Fire; ſhe know- 
ing the Prince, haſtily roſe up, and 
delired to know his pleaſure. His 
anſwer was, You are not ignorant who 
T1 am, and how 1 abound in riches and 
honour ; all theſe riches and honours 


you ſhall partake if you will yield to my 


will, The Virgin perceiving his 
intent, Held down her Head and 


_ bluſhed. extremely : Ar firſt: ſhe 


{eemed as if ſhe were much troubled 
that he ſhould find her unadorned, 
and ſhe told him, Sr , you being 4 
Prince, there is no doubt but” you are able 
to heap upoz me all wordly happine(s in 
pres fe if 1 were 96. wh - == 
ever be pleaſed to expett here a while 
till my Fathers return, inthe mean time 
I have ſome buſineſs in my Chamber , 
and will return preſently, This ſhe 
{aid to gain a little time, for ſhe ſaw 
the Young man burning with Luſt , 

with 
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with much ado he permitted her to 
go to her Chamber, having hopes 
ſhe would return as ſoon as ſhe was 
dretled ; ſhe therefore entred haſtily 
her Chamber, and as haſtily went 
out at the other door, and ran to- 
wards the Church. As ſoon as the 
Young man perceived this, he drew 
his Sword, run after her, and ſoon 
overtaking her, with a ftern coun- 
tenance itrook off her Head ; and 
immediately in the place where it 
tell to the ng a moft pure and 
plentiful Spring guſhed forth, which 
flows to this day, and by the Holy 
Virgins merits gives Health to a 
World of Dileated perſons. It being 
in the ſteep deſcent of a Hill where 
the Virgins Head was cut off, it 
lightly running down to the bottom, 
flid into the- Church, whereas the 
Body remained in the place where 
itfirit fell. The Congregation were 
wonderfully -aſftonithed to ſee the 
Head tumbling among their Feet, 
I - they

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they all went out, and found the 
Murtherer near the liveleſs body, wi- 
ping his Sword on the _ : S.Buend 
therefore ſeeing his pride,and having 
in his hand the Virgins Head, loo 
on him and ſaid, 1nprors YVillara! 
haſt thou xo ſhame of the ſtain wheres 
with thou haſt defiled thy high Birth ? 
and ſheweſt thou no repentance of this 
horrible crime? thou haſt diſturbed the 
peace, thou haſt polluted the Church , 
thou haſt provoked God : fince therefore 
it is ſo, I beſeech him without delay to 
inflict on thee a juſt puniſhment for this 
thy deteſtable crime. As ſoon as he 
had ended theſe words the Young 
man fell to the ground, gave up the 
Ghoſt, -and which was more won- 
derful, his Body preſently difap- 
peared, and many fay it was {walk 
lowed up by the Earth, and with 


the wicked Soul ſunk into Hell. 


But Buezo kiſſing the Head which 
he had'in his hand , joyned it-tothe 
body, covering it with his Mantle, 


cele- 
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celebrated Mais at the Altar, Preach- 
ed, and prayed that the Virgins 
Soul might return to her Body, this 
Prayer being ended the Virgin roſe 
UP as —_— , and cleanſing her 
Face from the quit and [weat , filled 
the Congregation with wonder and 
Joy. Now in the place where the 
Head was rejoyned to the body there 
appeared a white circle compaſſing 
the Neck , ſmall as a white Thred, 
which continued 1o all her lite ; 
and from that white circle the had 
the name of r1zefrid; and after her 
death when. the appeared to any, 
that white mark was alwayes v1ſi- 
ble. The place where her blood 
was ſhed is at this day called St. 7: 
efrids Well. The ſtones likewiſe 
both where the Springs guſheth 
forth, and beneath in the Current; 
having been ſprinkled with her 
blood; - retain. the redneſs to theſe 
times, which colour neither the 
length of many Ages, nor the con- 
<9 * tinual 
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tinual ſliding of the water over 
them , has been able to wath away; 
And moreover a-certain Moſs;which 
{ticks ro the ſaid ſtones, renders a 
fragrant odour like Incenſe. Cy.

St. Clare, an Hermit, when come 
to years of maturity, was by his 
Parents atHanced to a beautiful Vir- 
gin; bur when the time wherein 
the Marriage was to be ſolemnized 
approached, the young Man with- 
drew himſelf from his Parents 
Houle, and out of Britany paſled 
over into Fraxce; but there a Noble 
Woman dwelling near him, infla- 
med with luſt , impudently attem- 
pted his Chaſtity ; but St. Clare re- 
folutely reſiſted rhe ſhameleſs Lady ; 
notwithſtanding which reſiſtance, 
when her ſollicitations ſtill more and 
more increaſed , he was forced to 
forſake his Monaſtery, the laſcivi- ': 
ous Lady —_ inraged wo - 
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his departure, ſent two Murderers 
in ſearchof him , who art laſt found 
him in a poor Cottage , there they 
ſer upon him with opprobrious ſpee- 
ches, and at laſt drawing out their 
Swords they cut off his Head : 
St. Clare preſently after aroſe, and 
with his Hands taking up his Head , 
by the afſiſtance of Angels, carried 
it to a Fountain not far diſtant, into 
which he caſtit, and then carried 
the ſame back to the Oratory of his 
Cell, and going on a little further 
towards a Vullage near the River 
Epta, he there conſummated his

Two Kentiſh Princes, Erhelred 
and Ethelhert, being murdered, and 
buried under the Seat where the 
King was wont to fit, the Murder 
was moſt miraculouſly diſcovered ; 
wherefore taking up the Bodies, 
and honourably putting them in 
Coftins, the Arch-biſhop'Theodorms 

COM- 
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commanded to carry them to Chri/t- 
Ehurch in Canterbury , but in vain 
they attempted this, for with all 
the force they could uſe they could 
not remove them out of the place ; 
whereupon, changing his purpoſe , ' 
he adviſed to traniport them tothe 
Church of St. Auguſtiz, but with as 
little ſuccels as before ; ar laſt, it was 
agreed they ſhould be carried to the 
Monaſtery of wering , of great re- 
nown in thoſe days, which being 
reſolved upon, the Bodies were as 
ealily removed as tf they had no 
weight at all; being arrived at that 
place, the Bodies were buried near 
the great Altar, where many won- 
derfal Miracles are daily wrought.

St. wilfrid entring into a Village 
called Tiddafrey, there met him a 
great multitude of Women, offering 
their Children to be confirmed by 
him. Amongſt them, one Woman 
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mingled her ſelf, craftily carrying in 
her Arms her dead Child, preten- 


ding that he ſhould be Catechiled , 


but 1nwardly perl[waded that by the 
Biſhops ſanctity he ſhould be reſtored 
to Lite; the Biſhop therefore unco- 


.vering the Childs face, to the end 
he might perform. the due Rites, 


found that he was dead, then the 
Woman perceiving that her fraud 
did not ſucceed, betook her ſelt to 
prayers, earneſtly beſeeching him 
tor Gcd and his Holy Mothers ſake, 
if he had any Faith or Pity, toreſtore 
Life. to her Child , ſaying this, ſhe 
caſt her ſelf at his Feet , and would 
not be removed , thus offering an 
importunate violence toward him: 
All this while the Biſhop continued 
doubtful, whether he ſhould ſeem 
raſh in attempting the Miracle , or 


reject the Tears and Prayers, of the 
 difconſolate Woman, but a chari- 
table Pity at laſt got the victory; 
therefore, after he had with a low 
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voice repeated certain: devout paſ- 
{ages out of the Plalms, he laid his 
Right Hand upon the dead Body , 
whereupon immediately the Soul 
was reſtored, for by gaſping, mo- 
ving his Eye-lids, and ſtirring his 
whole Body , he gave proof that he 
was alive, The Child was called 
Ethelwald, who was afterward a: 
Monk at R!ppor. Mn; 


Another Miracle wrought by 
St. Wilfrid on a Monk , who fallin 
from the top of the Church, whilit 
it was a building at the coſt of King 
Egbert, broke all his Bones, and tore 
aiunder all his Members , was reito- 
red to Health by the Prayers of the 
Bithop and his Covent, Cr. p. 422. 


St. Ofitha's Head being cut off by 

a Daniſh Pirate , at the very place a 
clear Fountain broke forth , which 
cured ſeveral kind of Diteaſes; more- 
oyer. afſoon as her Head was off, 
G 3 the 
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the Body preſently roſe up, and 
taking up the Head in the Hands, 
by the condu& of. Angels walked 
firmly the ſtraight way to the 
Church of St. Peter and Paul, about 
a quarter of a Mile diſtant from the 
place of her ſuffering ; and when it 
was come there. it knocked at the 
door with the bloody Hands, as de- 
firing it might be opened, and there- 
on lett marks of blood , having done 
this,it fell there down to the ground.

The Miracle of $t, Wereburga's 
driving away Wild-geeſe. ; 


At Cheſter there was near the 
Walls of the Town a Farm belong- 
ing to the Monaſtery, the Corn 
whereof was much waſted by flocks 
of Wild-geeſe, which the Steward 
of the place endeavoured, bur in 
vain, to chaſe away; of which in- 
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commodity he made complaint to 
St. wereburga , whereupon ſhe com- 
manded him, faying, Go your ways and 
ſhut them all up in a houſe. He wou- 


dring at ſo ſtrange a command, 


thought the Saint ſpoke thoſe words 
in jet : but when ſhe renew'd the 
{ame 1njunction conſtantly, and in 
a2 ſerious manner, he returned a- 
mong the Corn, where ſeeing great 
numbers of ſuch fowl devouring the 
grain, he with a lond voice com- 
manded them in his Miſtrefſes name 
to follow him ; hereupon immedate- 
ly they all in one drove followed 
him, and were ſhut up together in a. 
Houle. Now 1t hapned that a certain 
ſervant privately ſtole one of the ſaid 
birds , which he kill'd and hid, with 
intention to eat it. The next mor- 
ning early the Holy Virgin weat to 
the houſe , where afrer ſhe had in a 
chiding manner reprehended the 
birds for ulurping that which' be- 
longed not to them, ſhe. commanded 
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them to —_— and not return : 
Immediately the whole army of 
them took wing , but being ſenſible 
of the injury done them , they flew 
not away, but hovering over the 
Holy Virgins head, with wonderful 
noyle 'made complaint of their loſs. 
She hearing their importunate cla- 
mours, underſtood by inſpiration 
the cauſe- thereof ; and after ſearch 
made , ' the Offender confeſſed his 
theft , whereupon. ſhe command<d 
the bird to be reſtored to her com- 
panions ; after which they all with 
one conſent flew away, ſo as not any 
bird- of that kind was afterward 
ſeen in that Territory. Cr. p. 427. 


Afﬀeer St. werevurga was dead her 
Body was carried to the Church ot 
Trickingham , where it was - moſt 
diligently kept, the doors of the 
Church being carefully barred , and 
a Watch moreover ſet upon it. But 
one Night a deep ſleep ſuddenly {eiſed 
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on thoſe which watched; and at 


the ſame time great multitudes of 


the inhabitants of Hambury coming 


on them. all the doors of the Mona- 
ſtery became opened , the Locks and 
Bars without any violence offered, 
falling to the ground. Whereupon 
they took away the Body, not any 
one reſiſting, and with great joy 
carried it to Hambury, where it was 
honourably buried. In which place 
ſick perlons recover health, ſight is 
reſtored to the blind, hearing to the 
dumb, the leprous are cleanſed, and: 
perſons oppreſſed with ſeveral other: 
Diſeaſes, do there praiſe God for 
rheir recovery, Cr. p. 427. 


St. Milburga reſts at wepnlock : In 
antient times her memory was Ce- 
lebrated by the inhabitants, but after 
the coming 1n of the Normans, by 
reaſon that the place of her Sepul- 
chre was unknown, ſhe became for- 
gotten. But 'of late a Covent of. 

en Cluny- 
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Cluny-Monks having been eſtabliſhed 
there, whilſt they were buſie in 
eredting the Fabrick of a new 
Church, a certain Child running 
earneſtly over the pavement, the 
vault of her Sepulchre broke under 
him, by which means the Body of 
the H. Virgin was diſcovered, which 
being taken up, a moſt odoriterous 
vapour, as of a moſt precious Bal- 
fam, perfumed the whole Church : 
And ſucha world of Miracles were 
wrought by her Interceſſion , that 
wonderful multitudes flock'd thi- 
ther, both rich and poor, infomuch 
as there was ſcarce room 1n the open 
Fields to receive them , ſo ſtrong a 
taith they had to find remedy there 
for their maladies. Neither did they 
fail of their expectation, for none 
departed away without a Cure, or 
at leaft a mitigation of their Diſeaſes. 
And particularly the Kings-Evil, 
1ncurable byPhyſicians,was through 
the Merits of the Holy Virgin, 

healed 
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| healed perfectly in ſeveral perſons.

A wonderful Miracle , ſhewins the 
efficacy of the Holy Sacrifice of the 
Haſs, 


In a Battel where Prince Ew: 
was ſlain, among others there was 
one of the Princes Souldiers named 
Imma d{lain, (at leaſt in opinion.) This 
Souldier all that day and the night 
tollowing lay among the other dead 
bodies, as it he had been ſlain ; but 
at laſt his Spirit returning he fate 
up, and as well as he could, bound 
up the wounds he had received ; 
then reſting himſelf a while, he raiſed 
himſelf on his feet , and began to 
walk away, with an intention to 
find out ,, if poſſible, ſome friends , 
who might take care of him. As 
he was going away, he was met 
with and taken by ſome of theene- 
mes, the Merciazs , and brought to 

their 
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their Captain, a principal OFcer 
of King Ethelred, who exarnined 
him what he was. The poor nan 
was afraid to acknowledge himieir 
a Souldier, therefore he anſwered 
that he was a poor countrey-man, 
who hada Wife, and was come 1n 
this Expedition with ſeveral others 
of the like quality, to bring Provi- 
ſion to the Army. Upon this an- 
{wer the Officer commanded that 
care ſhould be taken of his Wounds, 
and when they began to be almoſt 
cured, he made him every night to 
be put in Chains, to prevent his run- 
ning away; but no Chains could 
hold him, for after they were gone 
which had put the Chains upon 
him, they preſently fell off, And 
the cauſe of this Wonder was thus ; 
He had a Brother named T»z4, a 
Priett and Abbot of a Monaſtery in 
a certain Town which at this day 
from hi? name is called Tunnaceſtir. 


This Abbot having heard that his 
| Brother 
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Brother was lain in the late battel, 
came himſelf to ſearch for his body ; 


and having found another in all 
regards very like to his, he carried 


it to his Monaſtery, and there buried 
it honourably. Morcover he took 
care that ſeveral Maſles ſhould, be 
{aid for the pardon of his fins, and 
by vertue of thoſe Maſles it came to 
paſs that no bands could hold him, 
but they preſently fell looſe from 
him. In the mean time the Officer 
whole Priſoner he was, began to ask 
him, How came it to pals that he 
could not be bound 2 W hether he 
had about him certain Charms, 
which as ſome think, have a power 
to untie all bands : His anſwer was, 


_ that he was utterly ignorant of ſuch 


unlawful Arts; But, ſaid he, have 
a Brother in mine own countrey , and 
1 am aſſured that he thinking 1 am 


flain, ſays frequent Maſſes for me ; ſo 


that if' I were now in the ether world, 
I donbt not biit my Soul by hus interceſsion 
and 
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and prayers, would be abſobved from all | 
pains, Aﬀer he had continued a | ! 
good ſpace a Priloner to the {aid Of- | 
ticer, thoſe who guarded him ob- | - 
ſerved by his countenance , geſture 
and ſpeeches that he was no coun- 
trey-peaſant , but a perſon of qua- 
Itty. Thereupon the Officer calling 
him aſide privately, enquired more 
diligently who he was; withal pro- 
miling him that if he would ſimply 
declare his condition, he would not 
uſe him any thing the worſe. He 
then plainly manifeſted to him thar 
he was a Servant of the King of 
the Northumbers, Whereupon the 
Officer replied , 1 did aſſure my ſelf 
by the manner of thy ſpeech , that thou 
wert not of a baſe condition : and now 
thou deſerveſt to dye, in revenge of all 
my . brethren and kinſmen who have 
been ſlain in the Battel : but becauſe 
7 will not break my promiſe, 1 will zot 
kill thee, As ſoon therefore as he 
had recovered health and o_—_ 
the 
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the Officer fold him to a certain 
man at LZoudoy called Freſor. But 
neither could he be bound by his 
new Maſter, for after tryal of ſe- 
veral forts of Bands and Chains, 
they became all unlooſed. When 


| he therefore who had bought him 


perceived that he could not be re- 
ſtrained by Fetters, he gave him 
permiſhon to redeem himlelf, at he 
could. For commonly after nine of 
the Clock in the morning , the uſual 
time of Maſles, his Bands were un-. 
tyed. Upon this offer the Priſoner 
was ſuffered to depart, having firſt 
given his promiſe by Oath, that he 
would either ſend the money agreed 
on for his Ranſom , or return and 
yield himſelf a Prifoner again. He 
went therefore from, Zoxdox into 
Kent, to King Zothere , Nephew t9 
the famous Queen Ezhelreaa by her 
Sifter , who likewiſe had formerly 
been a Servant to the {aid Queen ; 


and from hun the Priſoner receaved 
| the 
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the Money appointed for his Ran- 


ſome, which according to promiſe 
he ſent to his Maſter. Being thus 
free, after ſome time he returned to 
his Countrey, and coming to his 
Brother the Abbot , he related to 
him particularly all the Accidents, 
both good and bad, which had be- 
faln him, and then perceived, that 
His Chains for the moſt part had 
been looſed preciſely at the Hours 
in which Matſles had been celebrated 
for him, and moreover that many 
other commodities and comforts 
had befaln him from Heaven in his 
dangers, by his Brothers Prayers , 
and the Oblation of the Saving 
Sacrifice.

On a certain day St, Cuthbert came 
to the Village of a certain Count ; 
whoſe Wife at. that time lay ſick 
at the point of death, the Count 
himſelf met him in the way, and 
candudcted him into his Houſe, and 
acquainted 
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acquainted him with the deſperate 
ſtate of his Wife, beſeeching him 
that he would give his benediction 
to Water for iprinkling her ; the 
Biſhop aſlented to the Mans requelt; 
and Water being brought, he bleſſed 
it, and gave it to a Prieſt, comman- 


ding him to ſprinkle the ſick Lady 


with it ; who thereupon entred into 
her Chamber , where ſhe lay like 
one deprived of ſenſe and life , and 
both ſprinkled her face and bed, 
yea withal, opening her Mouth , 
diſtilled a few drops into it; the 
Holy Water had,no ſooner touched 
her, but O worderful ! though ſhe 
was utterly ignorant of what had 
been done, ſhe preſently recovered 
a perfect health of Body and Mind, 
and without delay riſing up, ſhe her 
ſelf cametodo ſervice to the Biſhop, 
being the firſt of the whole Family 
which preſented ro him a Cup of 
refedtion.

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The Divine Diſpoſition being 
pleated to demonſtrate in how great 
Glory St. Cuthbert lived after his 
death, gave this Teſtimony : Ele- 
ven years after his burial his Brother 
Monks , opening his Sepulchre to 
take up his bones, found his body 
perfectly intire , with a lively freſh- 
nels , and all his limbs as flexible as 
if he had been alive, ſo that he ap- 
peared like a perſon rather aſleep 
than dead; moreover all his Veſt- 
ments were not only undecayed , 
but appeared in their primitive treſh- 
nefs, and alſo with the addition of a 
wonderful luſtre.

for entombing the body of King 

Sebbe , but when they endeavour'd 

to put the body into it , they found 

| that it was a hands breadth too long

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end as they could , they thereby 
lengthened it about the meaſure of 
two fingers breadths, yet after all it - 
would not receive the body , where- 
upon finding ſo great a difficulty to 
inter him, they intended, either to 
ſeek outa new Cothin , or toendea- 
vour by hewing the body to ſhorten 


1t fo much as to make it enter into 


the Coftin; but by a wonderful ac- 
cident ,, which could proceed from 
no leſs than an Heavenly Power, 
both theſe deſigns of theirs were 
prevented, for preſetitly in the ſight 
of the Biſhop, and Sizhard Son to the 
ſaid King and Monk, who together 
with his brother Segfrid Reigned 
after him, a great multitude of 0- 
thers being likewiſe prefent , the 
Coftin was found of a convenient 
length , inſomuch that there was 
roomenough to lay a Cuſhion under 


his head, and yet at the fect there 


remained four fingers breadths be-

This Man was an honeft 
Houlſe-keeper, who with his Family 
lived a Religious Life in a Region 
of the Northumbers, called Incunin- 
21m; who having been {truck with 
a Dileale, the fame growing more 
and more violent upon him, it 
bronght him to extremity, fo that 
on a certain day towards evening he 
died; but the day following early 
he came to life, and ſuddenly rar- 
{ing himſelf up in his bed, all thoſe 
who mournfully watched the body, 
Were _— affrighted and ran a- 
way, only his Wife, whoſe love 
to him was exceſſive, though ſhe 
trembled at the ſight, ſaid ſtill by 
him. _— The 
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The Man. ſeeing. his: Wife, bid 
her be of comfort : Fear xt; faid he, 
fax ; 1 am truly reſtored Fo life from: aeath 
which had ſeized me , and permiſſion is 
given me to live a while longer among 
Aer ; but my conver ſation hereafter, 
muſt be quite otherwiſe than formerly . 
it has been, Having faid- this, he 
preſently roſe, and went to an Ora- 
tory of that Village , where he re- 
mained a good, while in Prayer: 
Afterward having divided his whole 
Subſtance into three Portions , one 
Portion he gave to his Wife, a ſe- 
cond to his Children , and the third 


he diſtributed tothe Poor, 


Not long after, having thus freed 
himſelf from all worldly cares , he 
went to the Monaſtery of AC ain; 
where having. received Tozſtre he 
entred into a Religious Lite. 

Now the account whichhe gave 
of his Yiſiozs, was on this manner : 
A certain perſon brightly ſhining in 
his face and veſtments , conducted

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me, and we walked together filent- 
ly, as1t ſeemed-tome, towards the 
place where the Sun riſes in high 
Summer: Thus walking together, 
we came to a place where there was

But when he ſaw me affrighted 
with ſo horrible a ſpectacle , he con- 
ducted me leiſurely ſomewhat fur- 
ther, where I ſaw all places round 
about. me become obſcure, and at 
length filled with utter darknels.

the darkneſs was ſo thick, thar 
could ſee nothing but the thapeand 
veſtment of my Conductor. and as 
we'went on farther in this ſhady 
darkneſs, on a ſudden there appeared 
before us frequent- globes of- hideous 
flames aſcending out of a deep pit, 
and again falling down into it, 
When 1 was come thither , pre- 
ſently my Guide vanuthed' out of 
ſight, leaving me alone 1n'the-midiſt

of this darkneſs and horrid ſpe&ta- 
cle. But when the ſaid globes of Fire 
without any intermiſſion mounted 
up, and again fell down, I perceive 
that they full of were humane 
Souls, which like ſparks of fire car- 
ried up by the ſmoak, were ſome- 
times caſt upward, and then drawn 
back by the vapours of fire. More- 
over an unexpreſfibly noyſom ſtink 
belched out by thoſe vapours filled 
all the dark ſpaces round about.

Saint Decumanus , when his Head 
was cut from his Body, the Trunk 
raiſing it ſelf up, took the Head, 
which it carried from the place 
where it was flain to a Spring 
nor far off, which flowed with a 
moſt chryſtalline Water , in which 
with the Hands 1t waſhed the blood 
away; which Spring, in reverend 
memory of the Saint , is to this day 
called St. Decumanus Spring , near 
to which place the Body together 
with the Head was buried, Cr.p.526. 

In thoſe dayes there was in the 
Territory of worceſter a certain place 
wholly uncultivated , and. almoſt 
_unpaſlable by reaſon of thorns and 
bryars growing thick there, This 
place formerly called Homme , was 
in ſucceeding times named Eoveſhan, 


for 
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for the reaſon which I ſhall now de- 
clare. St. Ezwiz had appoinetd four 
Shepherds to tced their flocks abour 
the ſaid Wood for the ſuſtenance 
of his Monks. Now on a certain 
day it hapned that one of the ſaid 
Shepherds, named EZoves, entring 
deeply into the midſt of the Wood, 
there appeared before him a certain 
molt glorious Virgin, attended by 
two others , her iplendour darkned 
that of the Sun it ſelf, and her beauty 
incomparably exceeded all wordly 
teatures: ſhe held in her Hand a 
Book , out of which ſhe with the 
other two Virgins, ſung Hymns of 
praiſe to God. The poor man da- 
zeled with this ſplendor upon which 
he durlt not fix his eyes, ſtqod a 
while ſilent and trembling, and pre- 
fently after 1n great fear retired. 
| home, and repairing to the Biſhop 

acquainted him with his Viſton: 
The Holy Biſhop conſidering the 
matter adriſedly with himſelf; on a 

j certaut 
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certain day after he had faſted and 
prayed , taking three companions 
with Iim, went toward the place 
deſcribed by the Shepherd, walking 
all the way bare-foot, prayings and 
ſinging Pſalms, and commanding 
his attendants to ſtop at a diſtance, 
he himſelf paſſed further into the 
Wood, and being come to the place, 
he fell proſtrate on the ground , 
where with many f{ighs and tears he 
remained a good {pace imploring 
a merciful regard from our Lord. 
After which he roſe up from prayer, 
and immediately there appeared to 
him the three Virgins, with the 
ſame majeſty and glory as betore ; 
among whom ſhe who ſtood in the 
midit teemed more tall and reſplen- 
dent than the other , 1n pure white- 
neſs infinitely excelling Lilies, and 
1n freſhneſs Roſes, and from her pro- 
ceeded a celeſtial and ineſtimable 
odour : the held in her hand a Book, 
together with a golden Croſs caiting 
torth 
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forth bright heams of light. Now 
whilſt he thought within himſelf; 
that ſurely this was the Mother of 
our Lord, the ſaid glorious Virgin 
as it were approving ſuch his 1n- 
ward pious cogitation , ſtretching 
forth the ſaid Croſs gave him a Be- 
nediction with it, and preſently with 
that farewel diſappeared. The Holy 
man with great joy rendring thanks 
to God for this favour, underſtood 
thereby that it was Gods will that 
the ſame place ſhonld be conſecrated 
to his Service, and dedicated to 
the honour of the Bleſſed Virgin 
Mother of Lord. For during his 
former aflictions and perſecutions 
he had made a Vow, that if God 
would vouchſafe to give a proſpe- 
rous end to his defires , he would 
build a Church to his Service. Here- 
oy without delay he cleanſed the 
place , began the work , and ſhortly 
brought it to perteions Cr. p. 528. 


I 2 St, Ezw1# 
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St. Ezwin, Biſhop' of Worceſter , 
undertook a painful Pilgrimage to 
Rome , thereby to latisfie tor the of- 
fences of his People, and withall 
to do a. rigorous Penance for ſome 
faults committed in his youth : And 
to render his Pilgrimage more pain- 
ful, he in the preſence of a great 
multitude bound about his Legs 
certain Iron Chains, and caſt the 
Key which locked them together 
into the River of _Avoz, publickly 
proteſting, that he would never 
eſteem himtelf ſecure of the pardon 
of his tins, till either the Key were 
reſtored to him , or the Chains un- 
looſed by a power ſupernatural. Ha- 
ving with great pain pertormed his 


Voyage , he at laſt arrived at Roe , 


where, whillt he was performing 


his Devotions 1n the Church of 


St. Peter , his Servants going to the 
Rivers {ide to buy proviſion for their 
Maſter , they found in a Fiſhes belly 
the Key which had formerly m_ 

the 
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the Chains about his Legs , which 
being brought to him, he in the 
preſence of a great multitude un- 
locked the ſaid Chains. So that he 
who before was looked upon as a 
Sinner, was afterwards honoured as 
4 Sant. - Cr. 528. 


. _-Inthe year 711, when St. Swibert 


went into a certain Village to cele- 
brate Maſs, a certain rich Man who 
had been a Pagan, but converted 
and called Peter, conducting a Cart 
loaden with Materials for building 
a Monaſtery , in the way by the ma-- 
lice of the Devil Peter fell from the 
Cart under the Wheels, and was 
taken updead, having his Head and 
other Members grievouily woun- 
ded-, by occaſion of which, there 
aſlembled a great concourſe of Peo- 
ple, when preparation was making 
for his Funeral , St. Sw:bert came 
to the place, and commanded the. 
Body to be carried to his Cell, which 

I 3 being 
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being done, .he with many ſighs 
and tears poured forth his Prayers 
to reſtore to life the ſaid Peter , who 
was a Servant of his Monaſtery , 
then riſing up, and kiſſing the Body, 
1mmediarely the dead Man revived , 
and roſe up perfedtly whole , info- 
much as there was not left on his 
Body the leaſt marks of any wounds, 
nor no ſettling of any blood, Cr.

bythe ſame hour St. Swibert died 
his SouF appeared to St. Willebrord , 
requeſting him that he would be 
_ pfeſent at his Funerals in werda, 
whereupon he. prefently took Boat , 
and with ſeveral others made haſte 
to werda, where all theſe, as they 
were the day following , according 
to Cuſtom, ſinging the Yigile of 
the Dead, a young Man was brought 
among them, who had been made 
blind by Lightning, and with his 
clamours interrupting the _—_—

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and calling to the Saint to have his 
ſight reſtored, alloon as he had 
touched the Coftin he immediately 
recovered his ſight. Another, who 
was raging mad, - being brought 1n, 
and kiffing the cover of the ſame 
Coffin was prelently reſtored to his 
Senſes.

A certain devont Lady named 
Irmgardis , attended only by two 
Maids, and her Son 6oel{;z, a Child 
of little more than eight years of 


age, came to ſee the Solemnity of - 


the Canonization of St. Swibert , 
( the firſt Saint that was folemnly 
Canoniz'd,) and to demand the 
Popes Benedi&tion. Now 1t hap- 
ned that whilſt the Boar in which 
they came, was amongſt others 
turn'd about for landing, the young 
Child who then ſtood near his Mo- 
ther , by reaſon of the ruſhing of 
the Boats againſt one another, not 


being able to keep his ſtanding, fell 


into the River , which his Mother 

ſeeing, would have thrown her ſelf 

after him, uf ſhe had not been cur

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back by ſuch as were preſent. This 
hapned about five of the Clock at 
even. Preſently one of the Maids 
ran in haſt to acquaint the Arch- 
biſhop with this calamity; who 
came and found the Lady in the 
Church , ſhreiking out, and almoſt 
mad with grief, he with much ado 
conducted her to his lodging , and 
endeavoured to allwage her grief, 
but all in vain , for the whole night 
ſhe ſpentin weeping, -groaning and 
praying to St. Swzbert, by his accu- 
ſ{tomed piety to ſuccour his afflicted 
ſervant; vowing withal, that if ſhe 
might have her Child reſtored, the 
would conlſecrate him for ever -to 
Gods ſervice in his Church. - The 
day following about eight of the 
clock in the morning the dead body 
was found and taken up out of the 
River: Which being preſented to 
his Mother, ſhe became pale and fell 
into a ſwoon ; but being recovered, 
ſhe took the body in her arms , and 

attended 
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attended with a great troop of men 
and women weeping with her , ſhe 
carricd it into the Church, and laid 
it before the Sepulchre of St.Swiberr. 
After which the whole company 
berook themſelves to their Pray- 
ers; and within a very ſhort time 
the Childs Spirit returned into him, 
ſo that he opened his eyes, and 
ſtanding upon - his feet he looked 
about with wonder on {ſo great a 
multitude, and ſpoke ſome tender 
and kind words to his Mother.

The Pagans having cut off St. Ec- 
9074's Head, they cat it into a fecret 
plaee in a Thicket of the Wood ad- 
joyning , there it remained a whole 
years ſpace, after which the faid Pa- 
gans retiring out of the Countrey, 
the firſt care of the Chriſtians was 
to honour their holy King and Mar- 


tyr. Aſſembling themſelves there- 
fore together out of their lurking» . 


places, 
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places , they revereatly took his 
Body out of the unclean'place where 
it.had been caſt, and then with all 
diligence ſought for the Head , and 
whullt every.one of them with equal 
affection Carched each corner of 
the Wood , there hapned a Wonder 
not heard of in any age before. For 
whilſt they diſperied themſelves in 
all parts, and each one demanded 
of his companions, where it was 
that the Dares had caſt the Head, the 
{ame Head anſwered them aloud in 
their own tongue, Here, here, here ; 
neither did it ceate to cry out in the 
fame words, till it had brought them 
to the place. And to. add to the 
wonder, there they found a mighty ' 
and fierce Wolf, which with its 
fore-feet held the Head, as if ap- 
pointed to watch and defend 1t 
from other beaſts. When they were 
come, the Wolf quictly reſigned it 
to them. So with joyful hymns to 
God they carried =; joyn'd it = 
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the body, thg Wolf in the mean 
time following them to the place 
where they buried it, after which, 
the Beaſt returned into the Wood ; 
in all which time, neither did the 
Wolf hurt any one , neither did any 
one ſhew the leaſt intention to hurt 
the Wolf.

The like did the Holy Man 
himſelf make known to another, 
commanding him to fignifie to the 
Prieſt, that unleſs he removed from 
out his Grave the ſtinking Carkaſe, 
he ſhould quickly receive from God 
a ſevere punnithment. Wohere- 
upon without delay he cauſed a new 
Grave to be made for the newly 
dead Perſons Body. Afterward the 
lame Holy Man 1n a Viſion required 
a Husbandman , and again a Prieſt, 
to adviſe him in his Name to re- 
move his Body from without into 
the Church, withall ſignifying ,

St, Editha, Danghter to King E4- 
ar , a little before her death built 
a Church to the honour of St. Dzo- 
ayſis ; at the Conſecration whereof.

Forehead ; at which being much 
delighted, he ſaid , May that Thumb 
ever be corrupted, Thirteen months 
after her death, St. Dazſtaz in a vi- 
ſion of {ſleep ſaw St. Dronyſtzes holding 
the Virgin by the hand , who com- 
manded that her memory ſhould be 
celebrated on earth ; the Virgin her 
ſelf likewiſe admoniſhed him to take 
up her Body, withal telling him 
that he ſhould find her upper parts, 
her Eyes and Hands all corrupted, 
becaule in her childiſh age ſhe had 
employed them lightly and vainly s 
but her Thumb which ſhe had fre- 

uently uſed in ſigning her ſelf with 
the Croſs, and all her lower parts 
remained uncorrupted , in as much 
as ſhe had been alwayes free from 
impurity and gluttony ; hereupon 
St. Dunſtaz went to Wilton, and ta- 
king up her ſacred Reliques, found 
all the had ſaid to be true, But 
Canutn the Daniſh King , who made 
| imall 
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{mall account of Emeliſh Saints, was 
wont to ſay 1n jeft, he could never 
believe that a King fo licentious and 
cruel as K. Edgar could have a Saint 
to his Daughter.. And when Arch- 
biſhop Edzet defended the ſanctity 
of S. Editha, the King being then 
at wrltoz, in a paſſion commanded 
her Sepulchre to be opened ,; which 
being done, the holy Virgin was 
ſeen to fit up, with a Veyl before her 
face, in a poſture as if the intended 
to allault the King; at which he 
terribly affrighted Itarted back ,. and 
fell half dead to the ground. But 
coming to himſelf, he ever held the 
holy Virgin in great venerat1ion z 
and once being endangered by a 
Tempeſt at Sea, he implored her 
aſſiſtance ; upon whiich the Tempeſt 
immediately ceaſed , : and he came 
ſafe to land. Cr. p. 895.

it plcale God and St. agazs, that 
you may.:continue finging thus: till 


4 year- be-palled; Now what fol- 


lowed. This imprecation of the 
Prieſt had fuch force, .that Azo 
a Son of the ſame Prieſt taking his 
Sitter”, called Ava; by the arm'to 
draw :her from the reft , and ſhe not 
1 being, 
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being able to leave. then; he pulted 
her Arm from- her body; and yet 
not a drop of Blood was teen; She 
therefore, with. the :reſt remained 
ſinging a whole year. No-rajn tell 
upon them ;. neither cold 'nor heat; 
hunger nor thar(t ,.'nor wearinels 
troubled them... Their cloathes and 
ſhoves were not worn out, but they 
continued inceſſantly, like mad peo- 
pls , their ſinging. They by dan- 
cing ſo woreaway the ground; that 
they fink 1nto-the:cearth firſtro the 
knees, -and afterward to the middle, 
the trench became 1o deep. There 
was by their friends a kind of pent- 
houſe razfed over them, to- defend 
them from the foul weather; bur 
there-was no need of it . At laſt, when 
the year was ended, Herebert Arch- 
biſhop ef Colez came to the place 
and abfolved them from their bonds, 
and bringing them before the Altar 
of St. Magnus , he there reconciled 

them. The Prieſts Daughter with

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two others preſently' gave up the 
ghoſt ; the reſt ſlept rhree dayes 
and three nights without” wa- 
king. Some of them dyed ſhortly 
after; but ſome remained many 
years alive, and by a trembling of 
all their members publiſhed to; the 
world their ſin and puniſhment, 
Cr. p. 919.
